Animals seized from 
alleged puppy mill 

Dozens of pets surrendered to humane society

More than 50 animals, 
many being kept in small 
cages inside a master bed¬ 
room of a home were 
seized in what the Edmon¬ 
ton Humane Society is call¬ 
ing the city’s first-ever com¬ 
mercial breeding mill case. 

“This was one of the 
most horrible things I have 
ever seen in (any) home,” 
said society spokeswoman 
Shawna Randolph, who be¬ 
came visibly emotional dur¬ 
ing a press conference at 
the shelter Thursday. 

“It was heart-wrenching 


... These animals were liv¬ 
ing in their own feces.” 

Staff first heard about the 
case when a citizen called 
about an imminent danger 
animals were facing in the 
home, said the society. 

As soon as the investiga¬ 
tion began Wednesday 
night, the owner surren¬ 
dered the 42 small-breed 
dogs and 10 cats to the soci¬ 
ety and to peace officers, 
the society said. 

Charges are pending 
against the owner and that 
could take up to six months 
because of the lengthy in¬ 
vestigation, the society 
said. 

The society also released 


video footage capturing im¬ 
ages of barking chihuahuas 
and other small-breed dogs. 
Some of the small cages ap¬ 
peared to have five small 
dogs in a cage and none of 
the cages appeared to have 
water. 

Randolph said one-third 
of the staff at the society 
worked until midnight 
gathering the animals for 
the home and transported 
them to the shelter. Ran¬ 
dolph would not disclose 
where the home was locat¬ 
ed in Edmonton. 

“You can tell that some of 
(the animals) have been 
there for years,” Randolph 
said. 


“And people have to un¬ 
derstand that puppy mills 
put profit above the wel¬ 
fare of dogs ... in many cas¬ 
es, many animals are dis¬ 
carded.” 

Dr. Karen Lange, a direc¬ 
tor of veterinarian services 
with the society, say a ma¬ 
jority of the animals that 
were found in the home 
were elderly and were used 
for breeding purposes. 

“Some had really rotten 
mouths and some were in 
extreme need of dental 
care,” Lange said. “Some of 
these dogs are going to 
have long-term issues. 
Some of them are not that 
social.”

Suncor, 
partner 
given $lM 
in fines 

ENVIRONMENT Suncor Ener¬ 
gy Inc. and a contractor it 
hired were slapped with 
more than $1 million in 
fines Thursday for 
environmental infractions 
at the company’s northern 
Alberta oilsands 
operations. 

Suncor, the nation’s No. 2 
oilsands producer, will pay 
$675,000 for failing to 
install pollution control 
equipment at its Firebag 
steam-driven oilsands oper¬ 
ation near Fort McMurray 
and then keeping that 
information from 
provincial environmental 
authorities. 

The violation, which 
dates back to 2006 and 
2007, resulted in hydrogen 
sulfide, which can be dead¬ 
ly in high enough concen¬ 
trations, being released in¬ 
to the atmosphere, the Al¬ 
berta environment 
ministry said. 

In another case at 
provincial court in Fort 
McMurray Thursday, Sun¬ 
cor and its work camp op¬ 
erator, Compass Group 
Canada Ltd, were fined a 
combined $400,000 after 
investigators found a sub¬ 
contractor released 
partially treated 
wastewater into the 
Athabasca River between 
2005 and 2007. 

The subcontractor 
pleaded guilty to falsifying 
information and misman¬ 
aging the facility.

G20 seals $1.1 trillion in aid 

Measures expected to boost output by 4% by end of 2010 



World leaders clinched a 
$i.i-trillion US deal on 
Thursday to combat the 
worst economic crisis 
since the Great Depression 
and said financial rules 
would be tightened to 
stop it happening again. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama declared it a “turn¬ 
ing point” for the world 
economy, even though he 
had won no promises for 
more government spend¬ 
ing to combat a deepening 
world recession. 

G20 leaders from the top 
developed and emerging 
economies ticked off a raft 
of actions on politically 
sensitive topics at the sum¬ 
mit in London, such as 
new rules on bonuses and 
imposing oversight on 
large hedge funds and on 


credit-rating agencies. 

Much of the $1.1 trillion 
available through the In¬ 
ternational Monetaiy Fund 
and other institutions is 


likely to go to struggling 
poorer countries, notably 
in eastern Europe. 

The G20 said the meas¬ 
ures taken would raise 


world output by four per 
cent by the end of next 
year.

But 
do you really need to 
spend money on new 
products that can cost 
more? 

To find out, we put anti¬ 
bacterial soap to the test 
against plain old-fash¬ 
ioned soap. First, we 
tracked down some school 
children and swabbed 
their grimy hands. Then, 
half the kids washed with 
anti-bacterial soap, the 
other half with the 
regular soap. We 
swabbed their hands 
a second

the samples to the lab. 

Our test found no bene¬ 
fit to using anti-bacterial 
soap. That’s no surprise to 
Rolf Halden, an environ¬ 
mental scientist at Johns 
Hopkins University. Ac¬ 
cording to Halden, “there 
is veiy limited benefit, ac¬ 
cording to scientific stud¬ 
ies.” 

And not only that, many 
health agencies are warn¬ 
ing against using anti-bac- 
terial products, because 
they could lead to danger¬ 
ous bacterial resistance. 
But you won’t see that list¬ 
ed on any label. 

So next time you feel 
the sudden urge to buy a 
“new and improved” prod¬ 
uct, reflect a moment be¬ 
fore you reach into your 
wallet. Maybe you can 
avoid becoming a target of 
“The Sin of Creation.”

The mythical well-run city of Edmonton 


''What made me laugh out loud, however, 
was the assertion that 73 per cent of those 
surveyed are satisfied with city services. 
That doesn’t match up with comments 
from the Edmontonians I know.” 



Edmonton’s website is full 
of amusing stories. I’m not 
being in the least bit sarcas¬ 
tic. The information it con¬ 
tains can really make you 
laugh. 

An October 2008 posting 
about the 2009 budget 
states: “According to the an¬ 
nual Citizen Satisfaction 
Survey of 800 Edmontoni¬ 
ans, 73 per cent say they are 
satisfied with city services 
and 89 per cent rate their 
quality of life as good and 
excellent.” 

That statement should at 
least make you smile. I’m 
not surprised that 89 per 
cent rate their quality of life 


between good and excel¬ 
lent. The survey was con¬ 
ducted in 2008 and things 
seemed pretty good all 
round until the mid-part of 
the year. What made me 
chuckle though was the re- 
ahzation that, somehow or 
other, the city poobahs 
think that they are major 
contributors to that positive 
quality of life rating. 

I would have thought that 
having a job, being healthy 
and having more money are 
far greater determinants of 
quality of life than the city’s 
real or imagined efforts to 
run this city well. Then 
again, maybe I’m wrong. 
Maybe most people do rate 
their quality of life based on 
emergency, transit, and pet 
services as the posting im¬ 
plies. Who’da thunk it? 

What made me laugh out 
loud, however, was the as¬ 
sertion that 73 per cent of 
those surveyed are satisfied 
with city services. That 


doesn’t match up with com¬ 
ments from the Edmontoni¬ 
ans I know. Maybe I know a 
lot of negative people, but 
they are unhappy with road 
clearing in the winter, side¬ 
walk repair, road mainte¬ 
nance, and their ever-in- 
creasing civic tax bill. But 
stats are stats. Or are they? 

You might have noticed 
that the posting talks about 
a survey of Edmontonians, 
not a survey of home own¬ 
ers. The survey appears to 
include renters as well. 
Home owners see a tax bill 
each year and renters do 
not. Home owners who re¬ 
ceive a $2,000 tax bill and 
then get stuck on an im- 


cleared street are probably 
not as satisfied as the city 
would like to make out. 
When their taxes go up 
again next year, I suspect 
they will be even less satis¬ 
fied. 

So the next time you’re in 
need of some amusement, 
look around the city’s web¬ 
site. It’s full of humorous 
stories about a mjhhical 
well-run city called Edmon¬ 
ton. And as the budget post¬ 
ing illustrates, you can also 
find amazing fairy tales to 
read.

Small islands urge deep 
C02 cuts, fear rising seas 


ENVIRONMENT Small island 
states have sharpened their 
calls for the rich to make 
deep cuts in greenhouse gas 
emissions, saying low-l 5 dng 
atolls risk being washed off 
the map by rising ocean lev¬ 
els. 

An alliance of 43 island 
states, backed by more 
than a dozen nations in 
Africa and Latin Ameri¬ 
ca, urged developed 
countries at UN cli¬ 
mate talks in Bonn 
Thursday to cut 
greenhouse 
emissions by 
“at least 45 per 
cent below 1990 levels by 
2020 .” 

“The scientific findings 
about climate change are 
frightening,” M.J. Mace, a le¬ 
gal adviser to the Federated 
States of Micronesia who 
presented the demands at 
the meeting, told Reuters. 



A group of leading re¬ 
searchers last month pro¬ 
jected a quickening pace of 
sea level rise this centuiy, of 
about a metre, or roughly 
double the projections by 
the UN Climate Panel in 
2007. 

The small islands had 
called at a UN climate 
meeting in Poznan, 
Poland, in December 
2008 for cuts of “more 
than 40 per cent” in 
industrialized na¬ 
tions’ emissions 
by 2020. 

‘Why would 
small island 
states be happy with a level 
of ambition that is going to 
destroy their countries?” 
Mace said. The highest 
points of some Pacific, 
Caribbean or Indian Ocean 
states are only a few metres 
above sea level.

Optimism lifts stocks, oil 

Investors react positively to G20 plan for reviving economies 


Global stocks and oil sur¬ 
ged Thursday on opti¬ 
mism over efforts by 
world leaders meeting in 
London to revive global 
growth. 

Toronto’s main stock in¬ 
dex shot to its highest 
close in nearly three 
months. News out of the 
G20, which included a tril- 
lion-dollar deal to help 
combat the global finan¬ 


cial crisis, sparked a surge 
in oil prices and opened 
the door for the resource- 
heavy TSX to record its 
third straight day of gains, 
closing up 131.32 at 
9,073.14. 

Oil prices rocketed up 
more than eight per cent 
above $52 a barrel on 
hopes that demand will re¬ 
bound after world leaders 
at the G20 summit agreed 


to pump an additional $1.1 
trillion into the global 
economy. 

U.S stocks rallied for a 
third day. The Dow is now 
on track for its best four- 
week rally since 1933. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average closed up 216.48 
points, or 2.79 per cent, at 
7,978.08. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 Index gained 
23.30 points, or 2.87 per 


cent, at 834.38. The Nasdaq 
Gomposite Index rose 
51.03 points, or 3.29 per 
cent, at 1,602.63. 

The upbeat tone at the 
G20 summit boosted in¬ 
vestors’ risk appetite by 
raising hopes that a co-or¬ 
dinated effort would re¬ 
verse the shrinking of the 
global economy for the 
first time since the Second 
World War. reuters

Having spent the last few 
years cultivating a 
lucrative career playing 
the loveable stoner, Seth 
Rogen tries for something 
a bit different in his latest 
film, Observe and Report. 

Rogen plays Ronnie Earn¬ 
hardt, a loose-cannon, bipo¬ 
lar security guard obsessed 
with protecting his mall pa¬ 
trons and, by extension, so¬ 
ciety as a whole. Ronnie 
launches a crusade to bring 
a serial flasher to justice 
that puts him at odds with a 
local police detective, 
played by Ray Liotta. 

But while Ronnie takes 
his pursuit of justice al¬ 
most too seriously, Rogen 
didn’t approach the film as 
a drama. 

“In my head it was all 
very funny,” he says. “The 
more serious and crazy it 
was, the funnier I thought 


it was after the take.” 

But he did pack on the 
pounds to prepare for the 
part. “It seemed like it would 
be funny, the bigger Ronnie 
was, the less physically capa¬ 
ble he looked. Because the 
joke is, he actually is pretty 
dangerous,” said Rogen, who 
has since slimmed down in 
preparation for next year’s 
The Green Hornet. 

In a short time, the comic 
actor has built a reputation 
for being able to move be¬ 
tween mainstream, family- 
friendly Aims and more 


adult material. Rogen most 
recently hit theatres as part 
of the voice cast for Mon¬ 
sters vs. Aliens, a far cry 
from Observe and Report. 

“I’m veiy thankful that 
people are allowing me to 
do this,” Rogen says. “I’m 
kind of shocked that I’ve 
gotten away with it, that I 
can do a movie that has 
been described as trans¬ 
gressive and another that’s 
a delightful family romp.” 

Transgressive is one way 
to put it. Observe and Re¬ 
port lays on intense 


amounts of violence and 
profanity for a comedy. 

“There was a conscious 
decision to make this film 
kind of dangerous and 
edgy,” explains writer/direc¬ 
tor Jody Hill. “There’ve been 
a lot of ‘safe’ comedies, 
where eveiything’s a wink 
to the camera. I thought if 
you could root it in reality 
and then still have these 
crazy things go on, that it 
would have more impact.” 

Of course, the filmmaker 
has had to contend with the 
success of that other movie 
about a mall security guard, 
Paul Blart: Mall Cop, which 
debuted in Januaiy. 

“I didn’t know about it un¬ 
til right before production,” 
says Hill. 

But as far as HiU is con¬ 
cerned, the similarities end at 
the main characters’ shared 
profession. “Rather than a 
broad comedy, we wanted to 
make a sort of character 
piece that you would see in 
the ’70s,” Hill says. “We were 
focusing more on movies like 
Taxi Driver and The King of 
Comedy.”

FEATURE Leaked albums, 
lawsuits and an industry on 
its knees have been the 
public face in the war over 
intellectual property so far. 
But Brett Gaylor wants to 
change that with his film 
RiP: A Remix Manifesto. 

The film lays out a battle 
between corporate forces 
determined to place legal 
bonds and a price tag on 
copyrighted material and 
an Internet movement — 
the copy-fighters — push¬ 
ing for a free, open source 
approach. 

Gaylor had little interest 
in the legal rights of ideas, 
but was introduced to the 
subject through his love of 
remix culture. 

Through that interest, he 
discovered party DJ Greg 
Gillis who, under his stage 
name Girl Talk, is the living 
embodiment of the copy- 
fight movement. Gillis spe¬ 


cializes in mash-ups — 
blending two songs togeth¬ 
er, usually the vocal of one 
over the music of another. 

But by manipulating the 
copyrighted work of oth¬ 
ers, Girl Talk is breaking 
the law. “He’s making his 
music by remixing the 
whole entire history of mu¬ 
sic,” Gaylor said. 

Gaylor knew converting 
the uninitiated meant that 
the film had to move be¬ 
yond the debate over music 
and make a connection 
with farther-reaching intel¬ 
lectual property laws. 

Drug companies, for in¬ 
stance, are loath to give up 
patent rights on drugs so 
no-name versions can be 
cheaply made and distrib¬ 
uted in poor countries. 

“(The debate) has been 
framed as a kid stealing 
songs,” he says, but it’s a 
much broader debate. 

“There’s a whole other 
side to this stoiy that you 
might not have thought 
about.”

REVIEW Arguably the most 
divisive movie of the 2008 
festival circuit, Che makes 
its Edmonton debut — but 
not in the format the film¬ 
makers originally intended. 

While the full-version of 
Che is a full 4.5-hour beast, 
unleashed on audiences 
with only a brief intermis¬ 
sion to curb the butt- 
numbing in other cities, 
the film is being shown in 
two parts in Edmonton. 

The first part of Steven 
Soderbergh and Benicio Del 
Toro’s impressive work be¬ 
gins playing today, while the 
second part will city hit the¬ 
atres later this month. 

Che is a biopic merciful¬ 
ly free of cliche, telling the 
stoiy of the world’s most 
infamous T-shirt icon in a 
manner befitting of his in¬ 
credible achievements and 
tragic failures. 

The first part of the film 


gives audiences the Che 
Guevara movie they’d ex¬ 
pect. Filmed in vibrant 
colours and rich monochro¬ 
matic black and white, the 
first chapter tells the story 
of Guevara’s triumphant in¬ 
volvement in the Cuban 
revolution. 

Soderbergh’s handheld 
cameras go deep into the 
jungle to show the day-to- 
day struggles Guevara en¬ 
countered leading his revo¬ 
lutionary army intercut 
with faux-newsreel footage 
of Che’s infamous speech 
to the UN following the vic¬ 
tory. 

It’s an inspiring film that 
will leave the audience 
smiling. 

Soderbergh starts shooting 
the second part — for those 
who go to see Che, Part 2 — 
in drained colours and a less 
flamboyant style, making it 
clear from the first frame 
that something is veiy 
wrong. The second film fol¬ 
lows Guevera’s failed at¬ 
tempt to bring the revolu¬ 
tion to Bolivia, leading to a 
tragic finale. 

The two halves of the 
film play off each other 
wonderfully. Soderbergh 
expertly toys with audience 
expectations without ever 
becoming manipulative. 
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Full metal lineup

REVIEW The last few years 
have been a fertile period 
for independent produc¬ 
tions in Quebec, but the 
films have had a hard time 
breaking through in the rest 
of countiy. 

Buoyed by a slew of 
awards (including the best 
Canadian feature prize at 
the Toronto International 
Film Festival) Rodrigue 
Jean’s Lost Song may be 
poised to reverse the trend, 
although it’s hardly a com¬ 
mercially driven piece of 
filmmaking; In fact, its sub¬ 
ject matter is actually 
rather taboo. 


Elisabeth (Suzie LeBlanc) 
is an opera singer in her late 
thirties who has had her 
first child after an apparent¬ 
ly troubled pregnancy; as 
the film opens, she’s head¬ 
ing into the countiy with 
her husband (Patrick 
Goyette) to convalesce with 
the help of his mother 
(Ginette Morin). 

The set-up suggests that 
the drama will revolve 
around a tetchy child-rear¬ 
ing triangle, but Elisabeth’s 
adversary isn’t her vaguely 
disapproving mother-in-law: 
It’s her own post-partum de¬ 
pression. 

The other characters keep 
Elisabeth at a distance, but 
Jean’s probing camera stays 
close at hand, sldllfiilly trap¬ 
ping us in a double bind of 
identification: Our concern 
for this obviously troubled 
woman is coloured by the 
creeping realization that her 
newborn baby is even more 
vulnerable to her mood 
swings than she is.

REVIEW Gomorrah simmers 
slowly but results in a 
more flavourftil stew than 
if it had simply boiled over 
like so many lesser mob 
movies. 

The film traces the eveiy- 
day lives of Naples’ Camor- 
ra crime syndicate, an outfit 
by many accounts thought 
to be much larger than the 
famed Mafia of Sicily. 
Rather than glamorize or 
pronounce judgment on 
the Camorra and its 
denizens, the film instead 
chooses to weave together 
five separate but related sto¬ 
ries and let viewers come to 
their own conclusions. 

In Gomorrah no one is in¬ 
nocent, although it’s hard 
to hold it against them as 
the bleak economic reality 
makes crime the only thing 
that seems to pay. 

One narrative, for exam¬ 
ple, deals with a young boy 
who must sell out a loved 
one to secure a future with 
the gang while another 
chronicles a master coun¬ 
terfeiter who risks eveiy- 
thing for a lucrative gig 
covertly helping a rival 
mafia. 

The fly-on-the-wall narra-

tive director Matteo Gar¬ 
rone establishes with liber¬ 
al use of a hand-held cam¬ 
era gives the story a gritty 
realism devoid of the cari¬ 
catured machismo so many 
mob movies fall back on 
when they have nothing 
meaningful left to say. 

Everything looks 

stripped and desolate, from 
pock-marked concrete 

slum-jungles to abandoned 
gas stations overgrown 
with foot-high weeds. Real 
mob life, apparently, is no 
picnic of luxury cars and 
Versace suits. 

Despite the movie’s qual¬ 
ity however, it's not with¬ 
out some serious flaws. It’s 
overlong, possibly by 30 
minutes or more, and the 
story tends to be disjointed 
and messy. 

Not content to wrap 
things up neatly, the film 
sometimes feel like a pas¬ 
tiche of five different 
movies, chopped up, shak¬ 
en together and served to 
the viewer like a cold, 
mixed-up fruit salad as a 
main course.

One can't help but feel like 
Thunderheist's music 
appearing in last year's 
critically acclaimed movie 
The Wrestler was destined 
to happen. 

After all, the Toronto- 
based electro-rap duo’s 
producer Grahm Zilla is 
the son of Olympic 
wrestler Gord Bertie. 

“I was actually conceived 
in the Ol 5 nnpic village,” 
Grahm reveals, shortly be¬ 
fore Thunderheist’s Ex¬ 
claim Ganadian Tour, 
which takes them across 
the countiy between April 
2nd and May 2nd. 

That piece of family triv¬ 
ia probably added further 
resonance to the moment 
he heard Jerk It, his 
group’s biggest single, 
bumping in glorious Dolby 
digital sound during The 
Wrestler’s credits. 

At first Grahm wasn’t in¬ 
terested in the film, writing 
it off as “just some B-movie” 


when he heard Mickey 
Rourke was involved. 

“It premiered at the 
Toronto International Film 
Festival, and I was there at 
the time. But I didn’t go see 
the movie,” he says. “I don’t 
know what’s wrong with 


me. 

“But when eveiybody 
started talking about it and 
I heard there was all this Os¬ 
car buzz, then I got excited. 
But actually seeing the 
movie, about half-an-hour 
in I was shaking, like ‘Oh 


my god, I can’t believe my 
song is in this movie.’ 

“That was probably the 
highlight of my musical ca¬ 
reer to date,” he says. 

Another highlight, then, 
must be when celebrity 
blogger Perez Hilton posted 


Jerk It on his website in 
2007. “Our Myspace got like 
30,000 hits in a couple 
hours,” says Grahm. “I only 
realized the magnitude of 
his readership when I’m 
getting emails about it from 
my great-aunt.” 

From there. Jerk It spread 
wildfire-like through the in¬ 
ternet, prompting a num¬ 
ber of new fans to produce 
videos for the track. Seeing 
multiple versions of the 
track on YouTube was yet 
another surreal moment for 
Grahm and Thimderheist’s 
MG, Isis. 

“I can’t believe it’s at that 
point where random people 
are making videos for our 
songs,” he says. 

Thunderheist’s sweaty, 
high-energy, bass-heavy 
sound has evolved quite a 
bit since their blogospheric 
breakthrough. 

On their self-titled debut, 
Grahm has further refined 
his production style by “tiy- 
ing to make it sound less 
mechanical and letting the 
music breathe more and 
have a more natural feel.”

Lemon-Glazed 
Flounder Fillets 

INGREDIENTS: 

5 large lemons 

6 large fresh basil leaves 
1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 

1 garlic clove, minced 
4 flounder fillets 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) pepper 

SAUCE: 

1/2 cup (125 ml) reduced- 
sodium chicken broth 

1 1/2 tsp (7 ml) cornstarch 

2 tsp (10 ml) sugar 

METHOD: 

1. Roll 1 lemon on 
countertop to get juices 
flowing; grate zest from 
this lemon and squeeze 
juice. Cut 3 lemons into 12 
1/4-in. 0.5 cm) slices. Slice 
remaining lemon into 8 
wedges. Make basil 
chiffbnade: stack basil 
leaves and roll up tightly. 
Slice thinly and set aside 
as garnish. Heat oil in 
small pot over medium 
heat. Add garlic and cook 
until golden, 2 minutes. 
Whisk in lemon juice and 
remove from heat. 

2. Coat grill rack or broiler 
pan rack with non-stick 
cooking spray. Preheat 
grill or broiler to medium. 
Lightly brush both sides of 
fish with garlic mixture 


and sprinkle with salt and 
pepper. Place 3 lemon 
slices on grill or broiler 
rack and put one flounder 
fillet on top. Repeat with 
remaining lemon slices 
and fish. Grill or broil 
without turning, until just 
opaque throughout, 6 
minutes. Cook lemon 
wedges alongside until 
browned, 2 minutes per 
side. 

3. Meanwhile, blend broth 
and cornstarch in cup un¬ 
til smooth. Whisk 
cornstarch mixture, sugar 
and 1/4 tsp (1 ml) lemon 
zest into remaining garlic 
mixture. Boil over 
medium-high heat and 
cook until sauce thickens, 
1 minute. 

4. Transfer fish to plates, 
lemon slices down. Spoon 
sauce over fish and sprin¬ 
kle with basil chiffbnade 
and remaining lemon zest. 
Garnish with grilled 
lemon wedges.
